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1. Applicant's amendment filed on 2/26/06 has been 
received and entered in the case. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S.. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office 
action. 

3. Claims 1, 5 and 10 are objected to because of the 
following informalities: in claim 1, the last four lines 
are grammatically improper and should be reworded, i.e., 
"corresponding to one of a plurality designate filtering 
bandwidths" and "the designate filtering bandwidth" are not 
proper grammatically. Note the same problems in claims 5 
and 10. Appropriate correction is required. 

4. Claims 1-14 and 28-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over applicant's admitted 
prior art Fig. 2 in view of any one of Nishino et al, 
Kurisu, Packard, Melwisch and Wagner and further in view of 
Nicholson. 

See paragraph three of the previous office action for 
the details of this rejection. 
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5. Applicant's arguments filed on 2/26/06 have been fully, 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

The argument set forth in the first full paragraph on 
page 8 of applicant's 2/26/06 response is not persuasive 
because it is not understood what applicant is arguing 
here, i.e., the argument does not appear to address the 
specifics of the above noted obviousness rejection. It is 
suggested that applicant carefully reread the rejection set 
forth in the previous office action , as it appears that 
applicant has either misunderstood or misinterpreted the 
grounds of rejection. For example, the argument that 
Nicholson does not disclose "the ADC having adjustable 
bandwidth filtering functions", nor "at least one of a 
plurality of selection codes... is changed accordingly" is 
not understood, because the rejection noted above clearly 
sets forth how the combination of references meets these 
features of the instant invention.
